St. Paul, Nov. 9.— Amid the smolder­ 
ing ruins of the Northern Cooperage 
company’s warehouse at Concord and 
Arthur streets, which was destroyed 
by fire, probably lie the charred re 
mains of Robert Dielschneider and Ar­ 
thur 
Glanders, 
a 
seventeen-year-old , 
lad. 
The two boys were working on ; 
the top floor of the doomed structure j 
when tim fire broke out, and escape j 
was practically shut off from 
both 
the elevators and stairway by the rap 
kl spreading of the flames on the sec 
end floor, w h ere tile fire* originated. 
Neither 
was 
seen 
after 
th e 
fire j 
broke out, nor has either returned 
home. 
A 
vigorous 
search 
by 
the j 
fathers, brothers nnd friends of tho 
awe young men failed to find any 
trace pf them. 
T h e fire, which broke nut in souk' 
unknown m an n er on tile second floor, j 
completely destroyed the warehouse j 
and its contents, with a total loss of 
$35,ITO, fully covered by insurance. 
The large building used as a ware­ 
house and office was totally destroyed 
only i few charred tim bers reaching 
gauntly upward.

One of these large banks, with sev­ 
eral thousand correspondents, has de­ 
pleted Its reserve by about a quarter 
during the past few* ww-ks to supply 
currency where it is most needed and 
has made* large shipments to flanks 
in 
Southern 
points. 
The 
country 
banks have 
been 
allowed 
to draw 
down their balances to a point which 
affords in many cases hardly m ore 
tfiun enough to meet the drafts sold 
in the ordinary course of business 
They have brought paper for redis­ 
count to their New York correspon­ 
dents In large amounts and the prin­ 
cipal difficulty of the New York hanks 
has come from the demand for cu rren ­ 
cy to he shipped against the balance 
created by these rediscounts. 
As the rediscounts have been in the 
nature of an accommodation and have 
not brought a cent of currency to the 
discounting banks, they do not feel 
that they should tie called upon to 
supply currency in large amounts un­ 
der these conditions.
